Chicaqo, Jolj 0.— The second day of 
tho Demoerstie national oonrentlon 

opened bright luul cuol, w ith the con- 
tinnance of that refreshiag breeze which 
has made the work by day eudarable, 
and has given delegates a ohanoe to 
sleep with ciniifnrt under blankets dur- 
ing the scout hours allotod to rest. 

The crowds began ponring into tho 
Coliseiiin shortly after !) o'clock, but it 
was 10:60 before Temporary Chairman 
Daniel called the oonTention to order. 

The chairman called for the reiK)rt of 
the committee on credentials and as 
they were not ready to report tiie time 
was taken up with spcrclu s and music. 
GtoTemor Hogg of T«xas addressed tho 
convention, advocating the free coinaKo 
of silver and denouncing tho Repub- 
lican financial platfinuu as in the inter- 
est of foreign nations. 

Senator Blackburn of Kentucky next 
spoke in the same strain. He was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Overmeyer of Kansas, 
GK>vemor Altgeld of lUinols and Mr. 
Williams of Massoohnsetts. 

The cfjniiuittce nn credentials thim re- 
ported against seating the gold delo- 
gates from Michigan and Nebraska. 
The committee asked for further time 
to consider tho individual credentials of 
Michigan delegates, but attkod that 
Bryan or silver delegates from Nebraska 
lie seated. 

The report as to seating Bryan dele- 
gate* of Nebraska was declared carried 
amidst mnoh confusion. 

The committee then retired to con- 
sider the Michigan case and tho cou- 
ventiou at 1:87 adjjoarned ontll 5 
o'clock. 



IVENINQ SESSION. 

Tke OravaaUMl rurmanentljr Ofgaalsed 
Hs to ri Adloornins. 

Orioaoo, Jnly 9.— The crowd for the 

secoiiil session of the day WM larger 

than tlio lirst. Several hundred people 
attcini)ti'(l to remain in tho coiivrii t luii 
hall during the three hours of reces-s. 
These patient enthnsiasts were not suf- 
fered to remain, however, for one ticket 
entitled a spectator to bat one admission 
BO the officers swept along the seats and 
herded tho populace to the doors, ladies 
and children with the nion. Tlu'y wen' 
compi'lh'd to present their coujidiis to 
the doorkeepers, if they luvd any, and 
came trooj)iuK back to make themselves 
ut liaiid and while away tho tifflS with 
newspapeis and sandwiclH's. 

An hour before 5 o'clock tlie liun- 
dreds be^an streaininjj; in, pouring up 
through the entrances along tho 8loi)erf 
like so many ants from sand i)iles. The 
convention band, which is a K')od one. 
filleii a half hour witli oporati<! airs and 
was received witli luuidcla])])!!!},' and 
encori'S. In the intervals between the 
baud's melodities spectators tried to 
procure oratory by calling fcjr popular 
favorite."! and IJryaii of Is'i'braska 
seemed to be leader in this coiiii>elition. 

At I) MO the committeo on resolutions 
filed into the inclosure. In the van was 
the stalwart form of Senator Hill. As 
the delegates and crowds caught sight 
of him they arose to their feet and wild- 
ly cheered for the New York leader. 
Again and a^rain they cried )iis name, 
but the senator quietly took liis se.it end 
conferred in subdued tones with tlios(i 
with him. Ten miuat«Mi lat*tr ChairniAii 
Daniel called the convention to order 
and annannced that the committeo on 
credentials was ready to report. When 
the reading dork read the report seat- 
ing four silvor district delegates from 
Michigan, which changed the complex- 
ion of the delegation nnder the unit 
role from gold to iUtW; (here was eon- 
liderable applause among the silver 
inen on the npor.

After lU minutes of cheering on the 

part of the silverites and order was re 
stored, the maj( rity report wliich 
changed the Mic'iigan delegation from 
gold to silver was adopU'd without di- 
vision. 

The report of the committeo on per- 
manent organization was called for and 
Delegate Finley of Ohio, its chairniaii, 
made his way to the stage and read the 
list of permanent oflicers selected which 
was headed by Senator Whit(! of Cali 
fornia for chairman. Thomas J. Cogan 
of Ohio for secretary. 

Mr. Finley, Henafor Vest of Missouri 
and Ju<ige .Mc(,'onnell of Illinois were 
ani'xUnted a coiimiittee to escort Senator 
White to the platform. 

The aii|iearaiic() of the distiii^rnislied 
roniinittee on tlie platform with tlieir 
charge was the signal lor a most cordial 
rebeption. Temporary (Jhairnian Dan 
iel, in yielding the gavel to the Cali 
fornia senator, nnule a most gr.iceful 
Kiieech, thanking the convcDtion for it.s 
courtesy. 

Mr. White pr(^8ided over the St. liouis 
coiiventioii of INKS and made an ideal 
officer. His speech last night was 
brief. He said: 

Gentlemen of the convention: I will 
dotain you with no eztondod speech. I'h 
Demooratlo party is hero represented by 
delegates who have come from tho At- 
lantic and Paoiflo shons. Every state lui 
its fWl quotas every state^ as far as can 
bring about such a result, shall have full, 
equid, lUMolate and impartial treatment 
from this stand. Every state la entitled 
to suoh treataiont; every question should 
be oonddersd ouwfully ud deliberately 
and when the vole* of tUs convention is 
crystalliied into a Judgment it should be 
binding upon all true Democrats of the 
convention. 

We differ, perhaps, today upon certain 
vital Issues, and we might express some 
feelings of bitterness In those discussions 
but we submit to tho voice and the candid 
judgment of our brethren and upon that 
judgment wo will certainly rely. Time 
passes ns we stand here; it leaves many 
with unsatisflod ambition. It leaves nu 
nierous asplraticins and liei)es unrealized 
Men n<i\v pmmuumt will pass aw.'iy 
some to <ililivion while tiley live and 
others because they Lave been summoned 
to aiiDlhcr shore, but iho Democratic 
I)ariy will not die, ev.sn when wo luivu 
ceased to live. When the differencc-i 
which clialleiiKe consideration tonight 
have pusstxl into history, when the asperi 
tied of this hour no longer obtain, tin 
Democratic party, the guardian of th 
people's rights and tho ropreseutative ut 
the sentiments of the United States on 
the support of constitutional tights, Will 
uudiire to bless mankind. 

My ambition or your.s is of but little 
m<nuent. Whether I succeevl or you in 
Impressing our scnthneuls upon tLU con 
ventlon Is not of supremo lmport«inc«. In 
this council chamber the Dcmootatic 
party looks for an indication of its ex 
itenco. The people seek here the right 
Ing of their wrongs and the constitution 
—the Kreat charter of our liberties— hen 
nmst find Its best, its truest and its most 
loyal defeuders. 

No seotionaltsm, none whatever; equal, 
impartial lustloe to all this land; the trlr 
umph of the people's cause as hero ezem 
plifled and exprussed Is the object for 
which we have assembled, and to carry 
out thai object I will consoorate my best 
exertiowk

COMMITTEE 0N_RE80LUTI0N& 

It Took I ivo anil a Valf Hoars BofSor* 

They Cuiuplrtod Their Work. 
Chicago, July 9, — The committee on 
resolutions were in session for five and 
a half hoort and was devoted by the 

majority to tho careful scrutiny of the 
platform as prepared and reported by 
the sulci immittee. It was first n^ad as 
a whole, many of tho sections receiving 
applause. The document was then 
takmi np seotion by section and tha lec- 
tions acted upon. 




I n\i'i;i{i;NCK or siiakiiites. 
Theie were very few changes mad« 
by the full committee, though manjr 
were offered. Probably the most ira- 

eirtant change was that suggested by 
r. Jones of New Heiioo. declaring in 
explicit terms for the admission of New 
Mexico and Arizona as states. Several 
of the sections aroused considerable dis- 
cussion, though there was comparative- 
ly little asoerbity displayed. This 
WM probably due to the fact of the ab- 
sence during the greater part of the 
time of the gold members of the com- 
,ttee. They withdrew to an adjoining

among themselves and tn the prepara 
tion of the minority report, which they 
annonnoed their intention to present tn 
the oonventioni thoogh not to the full 
committee. 

In announcing this intontlon on be- 
half of the minority. Senator Hill said 
the minoril7 did not want their absence 
or their failure to present objections to 
the platform to be misconstrued as a 
waver, and if that construction was to 
be given to their action they would 
come In and participate, but they did 
not want to interfere with tile progres.i 
of the procoedings by raising obleotious 
which they were satisfied would not be 
entertained, and the raising of objeu 
tions would prolong the session. Con 
sequently he hoped they wonld bo un 
derstood as not yielding anything by 
their failure to appear and vote. Tliis 
explanation would, he hopeil, relieve 
them from tho charge of bad faith 

In re|)ly the majnrity said, through 
one of tlieir niimlier, that of courso they 
would aocejit tlie e.\i>lanation, but they 
.adJefl that it was desireable that the 
committee should have the opi)osition 
reiiovt lieforo them. To this Air. Hill 
replied that it had not yet boenpro' 

pared. 

The most exciting portion of thO pIO* 
ceediii^'s (occurred when a resolntion 
oll'ered by f^eii.iti.r Mill of New York 
endorsing tl;e admini.stratioii of I'l 
deni Cleveland. Debate on this resolu 
tion was cut oil' by a motion made by 
Senator Tillman, but there was great 
interest in the roll call on the question 
the meml i'l's standing and gathering 
about thu center tablo with evident 
coiii ern expressed npon tholr oonntO' 

nances. 

The gold minority was present dur 
ing the roUcall and, oi conj-sc, opposea 
by their votes, tho motion to lay on the 
table. Tlio motion prevailed, however 
by a vote of 29 to 17 

The minority also recorded thei^ votes 
against the adoption of the platform as 
a whole, the vote on this proposition 
standing, 88 to 15^ 

THE PLATFORM. 

Coraoetod Copjr of tho Boport of tho Coai< 

mlttee on Besolntlniit. 

Cnic.\(i<>, July 1*.— The following is 
cori ect copy of tho platform as agreed 
up<Jn by the majority of the committee 
on resolutions just prior to their ad 
joumment, and is the platform which 
will be pobniitted to th" convention: 

We, the Denincrais of the f'niied .States 
In national convention ass<'iiilil' d, do re 
aHirm our allegiame to tho-e (.ri-eat essen 
tial pi'iiiciples of justice and liberty upon 
which our institutions aW founded. an< 
wliirli tlie Democratic iiarty li.is m.iin 
tallied fri.m .lelTerson's time to our own 
frei'diiiM of speccli, freedom of jjress, fi'c 
dnm of Conscience, the pi-cservation of 
personal ri(.'lits, the eipiality of all citizens 
liefore the law and the fail lifiil observanci 
of con.it itutional liiuitatioM-.. 

During all these ycHis tho Democrati 
party has resisted the tendeni y of sellUh 
Interests to I he ci'iit rali/at Ion of t;ovei n 
mental power j.nd steadfa>liy ri iinlained 
the intejjrity <>( the dual .sch.^me of ^>i\ 
ernmeiit establisheil tiy the founders of 
this reiuiblic of repuMics. I'nder Us 
guidance the ^reat principle of local self 
government lins found its best expression 
in the maintainance of the rlt^hts of the 
states and in Us as.iertlun of tho noce.ssity 
of confining the general government to 
the e.Kerclso of tho powers granted by the 
constitution of the United States 

Uccogulzlug that tho monoy question is 
paramount to all others at this time, wi 
invito attention to the fact that the fed- 
eral constitution names silver and gold 
together as the monoy metals of tho 
United States, and that tho first c oluage 
law passed by congress under tho const! 
tutton made the silver dollar tho mone- 
tary unit and adinittod gold to free coin- 
age at a ratio based upon the silver unit. 

We declare that the act of ,1873 doinoue 
tizlug silver without the knowledge or 
approval of the American people has re- 
sulted in the appreciation of gold and a 
corresponding fall In the prices of cum 
modltics produced by the people; a heavy 
inerenso In the burden of taxation and of 
all debts, public and private; the enrich- 
ment of tho money lending class at home 
and abroad; a paralysis of industry and 
impoverishment of the people. 

We are unutterably opposed to the 
nvouometalllsm which has locked fast 
the prosperity of an industrious peo 
pie In the paralysis of hard times. Gold 
monometallism Is a British policy found 
ed upon British greed for gain and power, 
and Its general adoption has brought 
other nations Into financial asrvitude to 
London. It is not only un^Amerluua but 
anti-American, and it can be fastened 
uiKiu the United States only by tho stltliuK 
uf that spirit and love of liberty which 
proclaimed our political Independence in 
1776, and won it in the war uf t ho revolu 
■■MB 

We demand the free and unlimited 
colnaf^e <jf both gold and silver at th( 
present legal ratio of 10 to 1, without 
waiting for the aid or con.seiit of any 
other nation. Wo demand that the 
standard silver dollar shall be a full 
le^;al tender, ei|ually with Kold, for 
all di lils. public or private, and wo favor 
such hv;i»|jition ii?, will prevent the 
dcinoueti/atiiin of any kind of legal ten- 
der money by pri\ alj' cont ract. 

We are opposed to the |)(illcy und prac- 
tice of surreiuloring to the lioliliT.-* of the 
obliijations of the United ^^tates the oj'- 
tlou rcicrveil by law to the noverruni'iit 
of ledei iiiiiig bucli obll^'ations in either 
silver coin or K"ld coin. 

Wo are oppowi d to tho l.i^uin;< of Interest 
fiearing bonds of tln' Tniied jstutes In 
limes <if peoov, and coudeiun the tratlick- 
iiiKof banking syndicates, which, in i .v- 
change for bonds aud at an enormoiu 
profit tu thvmselves, supply tho feUernl 
treasury with gold to tualuialn the policy 
of gold munometaillsm. 

Congress alone has the power to coin 
and Issue monoy, and PrasUieut Jackson 
declared that this power could not be del- 
mted to oorporatluuii or la<Uvlduals.

;:islon sustained oonstltutionol objections 
to its enactment which had previously 
been overruled by the ablest Judges who 
lukve over sat upon that bench. 

We declare tiiat it is the duty of con 
gross to use all the constitutional power 
which remains after that decision, uv 
which may come from Its reversal by tin 
court as It may hereafter be constituted, 
so that the burdens of taxation may Ijo 
t<qually and impartially laid to the end 
that wealth may bear its duo proportion 
L)f the exiiense of the government. 

We hold that the most eificlont way of 
protecting American labor is tu pri veni 
Iho Importatlim of foreign pauper labor 
to compete with It In tho home market 
<iud that the value of the homo market to 
our American farmers and artisans Is 
greatly re<lucod by a vicious monet.iry 
system which deproi<ses tho prices of tln ir 
products bi'low the cost of production 
and thus deprives thum of the jueaiis of 
purchasing products of our homo manu 
lactures. 

Tho absorption of wealth by tho few, 
the consolidation of our leading railroad 
systems an l the formation of trust-, and 
pools ri'(iuire a slrlcicr control by ihe ted 
eriil j;ovc: iiiiient of those a' tei ics of i, om 
lueice. We demand the enlar;,'eiiieiit of 
th« powers of the interstate cDiiimerce 
commission and such restrictions and 
guarantees in the control of raili-oiids as 
will protect the people from robbery aud 
oi)lirpssiini. 

We denounce tlie prolli^'ate w.aste of 
jiiiiliey wruMu' from th'' people by oppress 
Ivi' ta.xalion and the lavish appropriatioiit. 
of recent Uepubliean con^jn ssi s. \\ hii l; 
have 'itept taxes )\\icU while the labor tha; 
pays them is unemployed and the prml 
u< ts of the people's toil are depn-s.sed in 
prii'c till ihey no longer repay the cost cf 
production. We demand a return to that 
simplicity and economy which best befits 
a democratic government, and a reduc- 
tion In tlie number of useless offices, lUo 
salaries of which drain the substance of 
the peoph'. 

We denounce arbitrary Interference l)y 
federal autlim-ltles in local affairs as a vio- 
lation of the constitution of the United 
States, and a crime against free Institu- 
tions, and we especially object to govern- 
ment by Injunction as a new and danger 
ous form of oppresaion by which federal 
judges. In contempt of the laws of the 
states and tho rights of citlsens, become 
at once legislator. Judge and executioner 
and wo approve the bill passed at the last 
session of the United States senate, and 
now ponding In the house of representa- 
tives, relative to contempts in federal 
courts and providing for trials by Jury in 
certain onies of contempt. 

No discrimination should be Indulged 
in by tho government of the United 
I a t e s in favor of any of Its debtors. Wo 
appiove of the refusal of the Fifty third 
congress to pass the Paeiflo railroad fund- 
ing bill and doRounce the effort of tho 
present Ropubllcun congress to enact u 
similar moasuro. 

Uecoi^nlzlng the just claims of doserv- 
ItiR I'nlon soldiers we hi arlily endor.su 
the rule of the present commissloiiur of 
pensions ifiiit no names shall be arbi- 
trarily diopped from the pension roll; 
and the fact of enlistment anil service 
should be di euu'd ( oncl Usi vi' evldi nee of 
deceased and disability bi-fore etdistnu'Ut. 

Wo favor the a<lmlssion of the territor* 
les of Ni'W Mexico and Arizona into the 
I' nion as states and wo favor tho early

PATTISON'S CANDIDACY. 

Uo May Not w mt to icim on tho Proposed 

I'latriiriii, 

('till July 0.— There is much un* 
certainty regarding the position of Gov- 
ernor Pattison in the race for the presi* 

deiitial nomination. It seems to be nn- 
derstood that under the platform that 
the silvi'r pei)j)le have adopted, Mr. 
l^aftisoii will not lie formally placed in 
nomination fur the reason that liis 
friends could not consistently urge his 
selection on a platform expressing con- 
victions on finance to which he is op- 
posed. 

Nevertheless the Pennsylvania dele* 
gation is instructed for Puttisoii, and 
unless he signifies a desire that his 
name be withdrawn, the 64 votea of the 
Keystone state will be cost for Pattison 
when Pennsylvania is reached in the 
roUcoU. 

It is understood that some members 
of tho Pennsylvania delegation tele- 
grajihed Mr. Pattison vesterday, asking 
for an expression of his views on tho 
matter, but no reply has been received. 

Should Governor Pattison withdraw, 
the eastern gold Democrats will be left 
without a candidate, as it is understood 
that nearly all of tho eastern states have 
decided that if they voto at all Pattison 
will be their choice.

The reports of correspondents regard- 
ing the effect of weather conditions of 
the past week upon crops are somewhat 
contlieting, but it is apparent that upon 
the wliule vegetation was benefited ami 
that the injurious influences were in the 
main confined to comparatively limited 

areas. All crops are from ten to twenty 
days in advance of their usual condition 
at the eeason, and asany oorrespondents 

state tliat the season is the earliest within 
their recollection. The temperature of 
the week wa.s somewhat in excess ol the 
normal and a large percentage of humidity 
was present throughout- the week. 
Except at a few points an excess of pre- 
cipitation is reported though there is a 
great lack of uniformity in the actual 
amounts reported from difTerent sections 
of the tjtate. Only July 4th Jetlerson 
County experienced one of the heavieet 
rains ever known there, tlie amount for 
the day at Louisville being 5.0-1 inches, 
the most of which fell within three 
hours. Other storms of similar character 
occurred in the eastern and central por- 
tions of the State and resulted in oonsid* 
erable damage to crops over areas of 
limited extent Despite the prevailing 
showery ( haracter of the weather, the 
amount of sunshine received was ample 
for the needs of crops, thongh not suffi- 
cient in the majority of cases to dry out 
the fields so as to permit of their being 
worked. 

Western Kentucky.— All cro))? were 
greatly improved by the weather condi 
tions of the week, the only complaints 
l)eing that farm work was retardeil by 
tbe showers in some sections. Crops 
upon lowlands are not doing so well, 
generally speaking, as those upon higher 
ground, owing to damage received from 
the freiiuent washings to which they 
have been subjected during the past few 
weeks. The condition of com is excep- 
tionally good and lunst of the croj) is laid 
by. Tbe greater portion of it is earing 
and tasselling. Oinch bugs are reported 
from a few conntie-, tmt as yet have 
done no damage. Wheat thresiiing was 
retarded by the rains to some extent an<l 
some of the grain has heen ilamaged in 
the shock, lieports indicate tliat the 
grain is only of fair (juality and tbe vield 
below the average. The harvest of oats 
has commenced in some localities, and 
l)ractically the entire c rop is ready to be 
cut, but tbe work is backword on account 
of the rain. This crop has made marked 
imiirrjvement during the past month and 
farmers are jubilant at the outlook for it. 

Tobacco is growing very rapidly and 
hut very few coniidaints of injurious in- 
fluences are iieard. Worms are reported 
in considerable numbers in Webeter and 
adjoining counties. Haying is in ]iro- 
gress and an average croj) iieing har- 
vested. Watermelons are reported to be 
scarce. 

Central Kentucky.— Reports from this 

section of the State indicate an improved 
condition of crops, though there is a 
general complaint of too much rain for 
farm work, especially in the threshing of 
wheat, which has, howevei, made some 
progress during the . week. Farmers 
speak very discouragingly of the yitdd. 
Some bligiit damage is reported to the 
grain in shock. 1 he oat harvest will bo- 
gin next week and in some of the south- 
ern counties the grain is reported to be 
over ripe and being injured from the im- 
possibility of harvesting it on account of 
rain. The crop will be much better th an 
was anticipated some time since. Hay is 
ready to cut but little has been done at 
the work on account of showers. Com 
has continued to improve and barring 
cinch hugs, which are appearing in some 
of the more northernly counties, no in- 
jurious influences are reported, and farm- 
ers are entirely satisfied with the present 
outlook for tbe crop. Tobacco is making 
excellent progress and tbe condition of 
the crop is generally very good. Hemp 
is in generally good condition. Potatoes 
are sufTering from blight in places. The 
peach crop is exceptionally fine. Late 
apples will probably be very scarce. 

Eastern Kentucky.— A general com- 
plaint of too much rain Is made in this 

section this week, thou;;h no injury of 
coneefjuence has resulted from it. Wheat 
threshing is making slow progress, and 
with perhaps even less satisfactory re- 
sults than in other sections of the State. 
Oats and meadows are about ready to 
cut, and both have Improved sufficiently 
during the last few weeks to assure satis- 
factory croi)s. ('orn is t;rowing very 
nicely, but much uneasiness is felt in 
Fleming and adjoining counties from the 
liresence of cinch tm;;:-- in large numbers. 
It is thought, however, that the greater 
portion of the crop is too far advanced to 
sulTer much injury from them. Tobacco 
is doing very well, and nu complaints are 
made regarding it this week. Garden 
crops are excellent, but the recent rains 
are making them very weedy. Fruits of 
all kinds, except a))|)leH, continue to 
proiftise well.
